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Commemoratives  &  Captain  James  Cook

FIRST  VOYAGE,  1768-1771. 

Along  with  the  United  States  Bi¬ 
centennial  Celebration  there  is 
another  set  of  events  200  years 
old  which  has  been  and  is  still 
being  celebrated.  These  events  are 
the  voyages  of  discovery  and  ex¬ 
ploration  of  James  Cook,  Captain 
of  the  British  Royal  Navy.  There 
were  three  separate  voyages, 
1768-1771,  1772-1775  and  1776- 
1779. 

Under  the  joint  sponsorship  of 
the  British  Crown  and  the  Royal 
Society,  H.  M.  S.  ENDEAVOUR 
sailed  from  Plymouth,  England  on 
Aug.  26,  1768.  After  sailing 

through  the  Cook  Islands  waters 
and  stopping  briefly  in  Tahiti,  The 
Endeavour  sailed  on  and  made  a 
landfall  near  the  present  town  of 
Gisborne,  North  Island,  New  Zea¬ 
land.  After  considerable  explora¬ 
tory  work,  Cook  and  the  Endeavour 
sailed  on  to  Australia  and  visited 
Botany  Bay  in  the  southeast  part 
of  that  continent.  A  thousand  miles 


or  so  to  the  north  The  Endeavour 
struck  a  coral  reef  in  the  Great 
Barrier  Reef  chain.  The  Endeavour 
had  to  be  beached;  fortunately  the 
holes  in  her  hull  could  be  repaired 
on  the  beach.  On  subsequent  voy¬ 
ages  Captain  Cook  always  took 
two  ships,  and  he  also  avoided 
the  Great  Barrier  Reef. 

The  regular  coinage  of  New 
Zealand  was  changed  from  the 
pound-shilling-pence  system  in 
1967  to  a  dollar-cent  system.  The 
50c  piece  of  this  issue  of  1967 
depicts  Captain  Cook's  ship,  The 
Endeavour.  The  regular  coinage  of 
Australia  was  converted  to  the 
dollar-cent  system  in  1966,  and  in 
1969  a  12-sided  50c  piece  was 
minted  showing  a  map  of  Aus¬ 
tralia  with  Captain  Cook's  profile 
imposed  over  the  western  part  of 
the  continent. 

The  New  Zealand  bank  notes  of 
this  period  (late  1960  s)  were  still 
on  the  pound  system.  Captain 
Cook's  picture  is  on  the  obverse  of 
several  notes,  and  on  the  reverse 
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of  the  one  pound  note  there  is  a 
sailing  ship  not  unlike  The  En¬ 
deavour. 

The  New  Zealand  post  office 
issued  four  comemorative  stamps, 
4c,  6c,  1 8c,  28c  to  commemorate 
this  first  voyage  in  )969,  and  in 
1970  Australia  issued  a  commemo¬ 
rative  panel  with  several  unper¬ 
forated  5c  stamps  and  a  30c 
stamp. 

The  Hawkes  Bay  and  Gisborne 
Savings  Bank  of  New  Zealand 
issued  a  commemorative  dark 
bronze  medal  in  1969  for  the  first 
voyage,  a  second  medal  in  1972 
for  the  second  voyage  and  a  third 
medal  in  1976  for  the  last  voyage. 
The  State  Savings  Bank  of  Victoria, 
Australia,  issued  a  goldine  medal 
in  1970  commemorating  the  Botany 
Bay  stop  on  the  first  voyage. 

The  New  Zealand  50c  piece  of 
1967  was  a  regular  issue.  New 
Zealand  minted  a  commemorative 
crown  in  1969.  This  larger  size 
coin  shows  a  map  of  the  two  main 
islands,  flanked  by  Captain  Cook's 
picture  on  the  left  and  The  En¬ 
deavour  on  the  right.  Queen  Eliza¬ 
beth  II  is  pictured  on  the  obverse 


In  1970  Queen  E'izaboth  mrl 
her  husband  visited  New  Zealand. 
A  special  commemorative  crown 
was  struck  in  that  year  with  the 
Queen's  picture  on  the  obverse  and 
a  view  of  Mt.  Cook  on  the  reverse. 

In  1970  the  Cook  Islands  asked 
for  a  commemorative  coin  Nomi¬ 
nally  independent,  the  Cook  Is¬ 
lands  had  asked  New  Zealand  to 
continue  to  be  their  fiscal  agent, 
and  it  was  not  until  1972  that  a 
separate  Cook  Islands  coinage  ap¬ 
peared.  So.  in  1970,  there  was 
another  New  Zealand  commemo¬ 
rative  crown,  honoring  the  200th 
anniversary  of  Captain  Cook's  voy¬ 
age  to  the  various  scattered  island: 
and  waterways  of  the  Cook  Is¬ 
lands.  This  coin  has  a  small  pic 
ture  of  Captain  Cook  in  the  upper 
right  looking  at  a  larger  En¬ 
deavour.  The  Cook  Islands  also  is¬ 
sued  a  set  of  three  commemorative 
stamps  in  1970,  5c,  30c,  and 
$1.00.  These  stamps  commemorate 
the  visit  of  the  Royal  family  in 
March  1970,  the  5th  anniversary 
of  their  independence,  and  the 
200th  anniversary  of  Captain 
Cook's  voyage.  The  $1.00  stamp 
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shows  both  obverse  and  reverse 
of  the  $1.00  coin  already  men¬ 
tioned. 

Finally,  a  fourth  commemorative 
crown  was  issued  by  Western 
Samoa,  minted  in  1970.  This  coin 
pictures  James  Cook,  Explorer  of 
the  Pacific,  1769-1779  on  the  re¬ 
verse  with  the  Samoan  coat  of 
arms  on  the  reverse.  The  denomi¬ 
nation  is  1  tala.  Western  Samoa 
also  issued  a  set  of  commemora¬ 
tive  stamps. 

All  four  of  these  commemorative 
crowns  were  designed  by  James 
Berry,  one  of  New  Zealand's  fore¬ 
most  medalists  He  also  designed 
six  medals  honoring  Captain  Cook 
and  his  voyages. 

SECOND  VOYAGE,  1772-1775. 

On  this  voyage.  Captain  Cook 
had  two  ships.  The  RESOLUTION 
and  The  ADVENTURE.  One  of  the 
objects  of  the  first  voyage  had 
been  to  observe  a  transit  of  Venus, 
a  rare  astronomical  event.  A  large 
group  of  scientists  accompanied 
this  expedition  A  landfall  was 
made  on  Tahiti,  and  the  natives 
on  the  whole  were  friendly  (but 
apparently  walked  off  with  any¬ 
thing  not  nailed  down.)  A  military 
compound,  known  as  Fort  Venus, 
was  built  and  the  scinetists  set  up 
their  astronomical  instruments,  and 
made  their  observations.  Fort 
Venus  is  depicted  on  a  large  crown 
size  medal  issued  in  the  United 
States  in  the  early  1970  s.  Astro¬ 
nomical  observations  were  also 
made  on  the  second  voyage. 

Another  purpose  of  the  second 
voyage  was  to  search  for  a  pre¬ 
sumed  large  southern  continent 
The  two  ships  of  Captain  Cook 
crossed  and  criss-crossed  large 
bodies  of  water  and  dodged  ice¬ 
bergs  in  a  vain  effort  to  find  this 
purported  continent.  The  Cook 
Islands  were  visited  for  a  second 


time,  and  Cook's  ship  anchored 
off  Easter  Island  in  February  1774 
The  Resolution,  with  Captain  Cook 
aboard  returned  to  Spithead  Eng¬ 
land  on  July  30,  1775  The  Adven¬ 
ture  had  returned  to  England, 
nearly  a  year  earlier. 

The  great  care  that  Captain 
Cook  took  to  keep  a  healthy  crew 
deserves  brief  mention,  at  least. 
At  each  landfall,  the  crew  traded 
or  foraged  for  fresh  fruit  and  vege¬ 
tables.  And  at  one  stop,  when  suf¬ 
fering  from  backache,  native  mas- 
sagers  soon  "beat"  Captain  Cook 
back  into  shape.  A  marine  clock 
or  chronometer,  had  been  perfected 
a  few  years  earlier  by  John  Har¬ 
rison,  and  Larcum  Kendall  had 
made  copies  of  Harrison's  #4 
chronometer.  On  this  second  voy¬ 
age  Captain  Cook  had  the  K  1 
chronometer  of  Kendall. 

In  connection  with  the  Second 
Voyage,  Matthew  Boulton  at  the 
Soho  Mint  in  Birmingham  struck 
seme  medals  in  gold,  silver  and 
copper  in  1772.  The  gold  and  sil¬ 
ver  .  medals  were  reserved  for 
British  dignitaries,  but  the  copper 
medals  were  intended  for  presen¬ 
tation  pieces  for  prominent  or  help¬ 
ful  natives  at  Cook's  stopping 
places.  In  1933  such  a  medal  was 
found  in  an  Indian  burial  mound 
on  the  Village  Island  Reserve,  Van¬ 
couver  Island,  Canada.  An  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  medal  revealed  a 
portrait  of  George  III  on  the  ob¬ 
verse,  and  on  the  reverse  (which 
showed  more  wear  and  deteriora¬ 
tion  due  to  the  burial)  there  were 
two  ships  and  enough  letters  to 
make  out  the  words  RESOLUTION 
and  ADVENTURE.  (Seven  other 
copies  of  this  medal  are  known  to 
exist  in  various  locations  in  Aus¬ 
tralia.)  Since  Captain  Cook  passed 
near  Vancouver  Island  on  his  third 
voyage,  historians  have  conjee  - 
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tured  that  this  medal  was  given  a 
local  chief  by  Cook  in  1778.  This 
medal  was  found  by  a  Kyoquot 
Indian,  Arthur  Nicolaye,  and  sold 
to  the  British  Columbia  Archives 
for  $75.00  in  1933.  Unfortunately, 
the  medal  could  not  be  found  in 
1975  when  it  was  sought. 

In  1974  the  Royal  Australian 
Mint  struck  two  silver  coins,  face 
values  of  $7.50  and  $2.50,  for  the 
Cook  Islands  Government.  They 
were  marketed  at  that  time  by  one 
of  the  U.S.  firms  dealing  extensive¬ 
ly  in  foreign  coinage  These  coins 
commemorate  Cook's  second  voy¬ 
age,  with  the  larger  $7.50  coin 
commemorating  especially  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  the  two  Hervev  Island^ 
a  sub-group  of  the  Cook  Islands, 
on  Sept.  23,  1773.  The  coins  show 
a  profile  of  Cook  and  his  two 
ships. 

THIRD  VOYAGE,  1776-1779 

It  was  on  this  voyage  that  Cap¬ 
tain  Cook  explored  the  North  Pa¬ 
cific  Ocean  Two  ships.  The  RESO¬ 
LUTION  (from  the  second  voyage) 
and  The  DISCOVERY  were  used. 
After  revisiting  some  of  the  South 
Pacific  areas,  the  ships  turned 
north  and  a  landfall  was  made  in 
the  Hawaiian  Islands  in  Februar 
1778.  Cook  named  these  as  the 
Sandwich  Islands  after  the  Earl  of 
Sandwich,  the  first  Lord  of  the  Ad¬ 
miralty,  a  long  time  friend  and 
supporter  of  Cook  in  his  naval 
career.  After  a  lengthy  stay,  Cook 
pressed  further  north,  anchored  off 
Vancouver  Island,  went  into  Alas¬ 
kan  waters  and  through  the  Bering 
Strait  into  the  Artie  Ocean,  where 
the  ships  again  dodged  icebergs 
This  third  voyage  had  been 
planned  before  the  U.S.  Declaration 
of  Independence;  indeed  Captain 
Cook  had  sailed  from  England 
near  the  end  of  June,  1776.  Cook's 


exploits  were  well  known  to  Ben¬ 
jamin  Franklin,  and  Franklin  saw 
to  it  that  all  captains  and  masters 
of  U  S.  warships  and  privateers 
were  instrucetd  not  to  molest  Cap¬ 
tain  Cook's  vessels  in  their  explor¬ 
atory  work. 

Late  in  1778  Cook  returned  from 
Artie  waters  to  Hawaii.  Intervening 
in  a  dispute  between  his  crewmen 
and  some  natives,  he  was  killed  in 
Hawaii  in  February  1779,  His  ships 
returned  home  without  him. 

The  United  States  had  no* 
waited  for  the  bicentennial  to  com¬ 
memorate  Captain  Cook's  third 
voyage.  The  Hawaiian  sesquicen- 
tennial  half  dollar  had  been  issued 
in  1928.  Early  in  1978  the  U.S. 
Postal  Service  issued  two  commem¬ 
orative  stamps:  13c  blue,  portrait 
of  Cook,  in  honor  of  the  state  of 
Alaska,  and  13c  green,  view  of 
the  ships  at  anchor,  in  honor  of 
Alaska.  A  medal,  struck  in  bronze 
and  in  silver,  has  been  issued  by 
a  private  firm  in  Canada  early  in 
1978  noting  Captain  Cook's  stop 
on  Vancouver  Island. 

Since  200  years  have  not  yet 
passed  (after  Captain  Cook's 
death)  it  would  be  presumptious 
to  say  that  we  have  seen  all  the 
commemorative  coins,  medals  and 
stamps  honoring  these  three  voy¬ 
ages.

MISS  LIBERTY  ON  LATIN  AMERICAN  COINS 


Many  issues  of 
United  States 
coins  carry  some 
design  of  a  fe¬ 
male  figure 
which  either  has 
a  band  with  the 
word  "LIBERTY'' 
or  else  the  word 
liberty  appears  in  the  same  de¬ 
sign  with  the  female  figure.  Miss 
Liberty  is  not  a  design  unique  to 
U  S.  coins.  She  is  found  on  many 
Latin  American  coins. 

A  one  peso  coin  issued  by  Ar¬ 
gentina  from  1881  to  1883  has  a 
large  bust  of  Liberty  with  flowing 
hair  facing  left.  Above  the  figure 
is  the  word  "LIBERTAD,"  Spanish 
for  Liberty. 

A  Liberty  with  flowing  hair  also 
is  found  on  two  one  peso  coins 
issued  by  Colombia  from  1869- 
1871.  Her  hair  is  tied  with  a  band 
with  the  word  "LIBERTAD."  This 
design  resembles  many  U.S.  coins. 
The  reverse  of  the  piece  carries  the 
national  emblem  of  Colombia,  the 
value  and  the  fineness. 

Cuba  has  issued  three  one  peso 
coins  with  a  figure  of  Miss  Liberty. 
"Liberty"  only  appears  on  the 
edge  of  the  field  in  the  motto 
PATRIA  Y  LIBERTAD."  The  three 
types  were  issued  in  1897,  1898 
and  1934-39. 

A  design  found  on  most  coins 
of  the  Dominican  Republic  is  Miss 
Liberty  facing  left  wearing  a 
feathered  headdress.  A  band  on 


the  headdress  has  "LIBERTAD" 
boldly  visible. 

The  mint  at  Quito,  Ecuador 
issued  two  crowns  with  Miss  Lib¬ 
erty.  In  1846,  an  8  reales  silver 
piece  with  Miss  Liberty  wearing  a 
cap  was  struck.  A  plain  cap  with 
"LIBERTAD"  on  the  band  below  it 
covers  long  flowing  hair.  In  1858, 
the  Quito  mint  issued  a  5  franc 
coin  with  a  similar  design. 

A  seated  Liberty  is  found  on 
many  of  the  19th  century  coins  of 
Guatemala.  The  majestic  figure 
holds  a  pair  of  scales  in  one  hand 
and  a  cornucopia  in  the  other. 
Pesos  with  the  Seated  Liberty  are 
dated  1872,  1873,  1878,  1879, 
1888,  1889  and  1893-1896. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  de¬ 
signs  with  Miss  Liberty  is  the 
Liberty  on  Horseback  one  peso 
coins  issued  in  Mexico  in  1910- 
1914  Miss  Liberty  carries  a  torch 
in  one  hand  and  a  wreath  in  the 
other.  She  rides  bareback  while  in 
the  background  is  a  sun  with  rays 
that  extend  to  the  rim  of  the  coin. 

The  one  Balboa  coins  of  Panama 
features  a  standing  Liberty.  In  her 
left  hand  she  holds  a  fasces,  in  he 
right  hand,  a  branch.  Below  her  is 
the  date  and  to  the  left  in  the  na¬ 
tional  emblem  of  Panama. 

Miss  Liberty  has  long  been  c 
familiar  design  on  the  coins  of 
Peru.  A  Standing  Liberty  design 
appears  on  8  reales  coins  issued 
from  1825  to  1855.  Liberty  hold

A  good  numismatist  will  spend 
more  money  on  books,  periodicals, 
fixed  price  lists,  and  auction  cata¬ 
logues,  than  the  person  who  col¬ 
lects  U.S.  Coinage.  Some  references 
ere:

CONTINENTALS 

Revolutions  may  be  born  in 
despair  and  wrought  in  anger  but 
money  is  the  fuel  that  keeps  the 
machinery  of  war  running.  The 
shortage  of  hard  cash  in  the  col¬ 
onies  was  so  acute  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Revolutionary  War 
that  the  Continental  Congress  and 
the  States  issued  nearly  $450 
million  in  paper  money  (Continen¬ 
tals.)  Congress  lacked  the  fiscal 
power  to  back  the  paper  issue 
with  anything  other  than  the  prom¬ 
ise  to  redeem  in  Spanish  silver 
dollars.  Consequently,  the  paper 
money  was  more  to  be  feared 
than  British  generals. 

By  1780  the  Continentals  had 
depreciated  so  drastically  that  they 
were  used  as  wallpaper  in  barber 
shops  and  as  "shinplasters"  to 
prevent  the  chafing  of  ankles  by 
army  boots.  In  a  vain  attempt  to 
stabilize  the  Continentals,  Congress
